He wastoe leader of the din
contented portion of the lodisus, and
ever since ibe trouble that ended in
the Miston Hght and the Wounded
Kuee Lattle, be has been forming dis
cutitent among the Indians, For some
Gme it has been uoted that they were
leaving Lhe agency, usteusbly goiog on
huplung expeditions o the west, aud
unow it Lias been learped thal theee
hunters a'l went beavily armed and
took their familieawith thiem, A winter
camp Las been miade i the heart of the
Ead Lands, ¢n the Hig Buotte, known
as Hill in they Woods, or Hidden Hutte.
This is vne of the most insccesble por-
tons of the llad Land couniry, espe-
cially i winter, and thers t8¢ Indians
can defy the United States army until
late in the mmmer, when & CAUIPaIgn
can be prosevuted with vigor.
